Now comes tho information that 
tho United Vordo mines at Jerome 
will bo closed 
down indefinitely 
and that the foreo will bo reduced 
from over 
1,000 a month 
ago 
to 
four or five men. 
Although it is not given out as 
coming from 
tho head 
officials 
of 
tho United Verde 
Copper 
com- 
pany, yet the declaration 
is made 
by those who aro closlcy connected 
with these officials that tbo first of 
January, 
1903, will not 
see 
tho 
smelter 
blown in, sa)'S the 
Jerome 
ATci. 
The 
fact that 
now 
less 
than 150 men at work 
in smelter 
and mines, and that the axe 
con- 
tinues to fall daily, would indicate 
that the shut down 
would 
bo for 
sotno 
months. 
The 
offico 
force 
will bo reduced on September 1 lo 
C.J. Allen and Otto Strodthroff, 
Mr. 
Strodthroff 
to 
handle 
the 
water and electric light collections 
downtown. 
The railroad business 
at this end will be handled by 
the 
agent 
alono. 
Mr. Allen 
informs 
the AVo that the force at the mine 
and smelter will de reduced as fast

At certain seasons of 
the year this

reptile in the world: at other times 
it is harmless. 
Bvery year during 
tho months 
of Juno, 
July 
and 
August it contracts a disease some- 
thing like rabbis 
All 
of them 
have the disease at this 
season 
of 
the year, but they 
invariably 
re 
cover. 
A person bitten by ono of 
them during this season 
becomes a 
raving maniac and 
dies 
in great 
agony in from ten minutes to two 
hours. 
Nothing 
but 
immediate 
and heroic treatment will save the 
person bitten. 
It cats only once a 
month during the summer months, 
after which it eats nothing 
at all 
from the first of November 
to the 
first of April. 
It eats from four to 
six eggs at a meal.
